Tips for Water Sports 
Life-Saving Techniques and Rules 
For Assisting Drowning Persons 


(This is the third and final in 
a series of water sports articles. 
Ed.) 

The hazard of drowning is al- 
ways present in all water sports, 
according to Elmer Coble of the 
Albany YMCA, Trying to save 
someone from drowning can turn 
into a double tragedy if you dont’ 
know what you're doing. Water 
rescues are for strong swimmers | 
skilled in lifesaving methods, he 
emphasized. Even they should 
| stal out of the water except as a 
last resort. It's best to find some- 
thing to throw to the victim that 
will hold him up. Reaching out 
with a pole or article of clothing 
are also suggested methods of 
water rescue.

Lift your 
hips to shift part of your weight 
and press firmly. Slide back 
smoothly, lifting and pulling the 
victim’s upper arms as you move 
back, then lower them to the 
ground. Repeat the cycle 12 times 
a minute.
